Cheap Railroad Fares. 


Since the pecuniary success of the 


workingmen's tiains on the Boston rail- 
roads, the subject of providing similar 
accommodations in nil the large cities of 
the country has received a new impetus 
and tin experiment is being tried in var- 
ious places with more or less success 
Mr. Andrew 1'iercc, vice-President-o: 
the Missouri Pacific lia.lroail Company, 
in response to a communication from the 
St. Louis Citizens' Committee, gives the 
experience nt that corporation, show- 
ing 
that 
there 
Mere 
transported 


in 1S74, between St. Louis and Kirk- 
wood. '25;i,'2!!8 passengers, from whom 
was received r?34,Cl'J Gil. Each passen- 
ger traveled an 
average distance of 


13 f',C miles at the rate of l.'l'l cents per 
mile, and the net profit to tho Company 
was #400. 
On the Boston roacls the 


fare was only o cents for 12 miles travel, 
and has proved more profitable to the 
Company at this rate than did their reg- 
ular passenger trains at their usual rates 
of fare. These data indicate that there 
is a wide difference in regard to such 
matters in different localities, and the 
eniplovnicnt of a numerous body of 
workingmen within a limited area seems 
essential to the success of the undertak- 
ing; 
but, although the system may not 


prove remunerative to the railway com- 
panies iu cities which are capable of un- 
limited expansion and consequent cheap 
suburban homes, it would seem to be tho 
field to which crowded communities 
should turn their attention, as offering 
the best and easiest solution of tbe pro- 
blem of moral and physical health.

American, who has been learned on the 
end of a board, or been thrown into deep 
water, yet untaught, and allowed to get 
out as best he can, this system of ropes,

American Tools in England, 


An English journal says: " We have 


noticed the eicitement manifested by 
the American trade journals upon the 
introduction, into our retail ironmongers' 
shops of hay forks, manure forks, nud 
other agricultural tools. Mr. Gladstone's 
amusing feat at Nottingham has been 
made the most of because he used an 
American nx for felling his tree, 
But 


we really fail to see what there is to go 
wild about. If the Americans make such 
tools as our workmen prefer, by nil 
meanslet them make them nndseiulthem 
to us. We cannot always compel a man 
to use a clumsy article when we can 
have a handy one at the same price. We 
have personally examined these tools, 
and we have 110 hesitation in saying that 
they are much inperior, by combining 
lightness with strength; and no doubt a 
laboring man could, by using these tools, 
do a far larger amonnt of work in ft 
given time than we would by using the 
oldfashioned one that onr manufac- 
turers have so long persisted in forcing 
upon the market. We have now and 
then brought these American tools under 
the notice of some of our best and oldest 
makers; bnt every time we do this we 
are met with the assertion that they are 
so full of orders for their regular patterns 
that they have neither time nor inclina- 
tion to produce others. They are ready 
to admit the superior excellence of what 
the American makers prodnce, bnt there 
the matter ends."
